alone will soon become so important as to cause 
general disarmament.

the burdens, of tbeir battleships. 


Germany's 6M.OOO men under arms take 


more than 1000.000 producers from the factory 
and the field—first, the men who follow. tBa

idleness with food, drink, -clothing and lethal 
weapons—the labor of 400,000-, men, at $500 
per. year, to:pay the German' army bill of $206,-

the peoples of the .earth.. Consider the 4,622,510 
soldiers now a'nned and ready for instant serv- 
ice, with Switzerland's 143,000 fighting force 
ormtted.because, while they class among the best 
and most ready fighting rnaterialrin the world, 
they are organized, on- a mjliijd system and make 
no drain upon their government in comparison 


' with the useless standing armies—-yes, and with 


300,000 men-omitted who are to supplement the 
60.0Q& modern Chinese soldiers already in the 
ranks, of her reorganized standing army. 


' 'It' costs,.for one year, $533;800,000 
to maintain under arins .the"'1,405,000 
fighting-men of three'leading nations 
—Germany, France and Great Britain. 
The individual average is $380 a man, 
annually.

it is not a high, 'one—-the annual; defi-:

To that sum must be added the' 


burden of the United States, $138,- 
030.804.22, for pensions well deserved, 
but needless if war had not existed. _ 


But, more than everything else; it 


costs the world of industry, by reason 
of those four million and more pro- 
ducers withdrawn from usefulness, at 
the rate of $500 a yen; for every sol- 
dier—a conservative estimate—the an- 
nual sum of $2,311,255,000.

yearly expense of maintaining " the 


world's armies, calculated for the latest single 
year, amounts to $4,205,830,094.22. 


'Consider the navies of the fighting nations,- 


with .their lists of war. vessels: 170 first class 
battleships. 109 second class battleships and 
coast defense vessels, 127 first class cruisers, 83' 
second class cruisers, 164 third class cruisers, 
10 scout ships, ISO-torpedo gunboats, 465 tor- 
pedo boat destroyers, 785 torpedo boats and" 150 
submarines. 


That means a total present tonnage of 


4;311,345 tons, with 470,109 figliting men to

And it is far from enough 
When 


the ivaiships now building shajl be ready to hurl 
their fearful missiles across the waters, the 
world's oceans will carry 5,280,110 tons of fight- 
ing craft 


The four nations which now lead, in their 


wiHnf-ness to give up the riches which their 
eneigies wring from their resources in exchange 
for ships the\ expect to throw on their scrap 
heaps, are Great Britain, the United States, 


With a total tonnage of 1,633,116, it costs 


Great Britain $160,000 000 to maintain her enor- 
mous nayy. It costs the United .States, with its 


• tonn'nge of. 011,016, $104,000;000, • if- its main- 


tenance is to be in accord 'with tho expert views 
of the navy's secretary, • however parsimonious 
Congress may 
feel about-it. • •• ' •

France, her tonnage'609,079, spends. $.63,- 


080.000 a year; and Germany, .with. a tonnaga 
of 529-.032, spends $08,000,000. , . ,

In all. those four nations, to carry a total 


of 3,382.843 ship tons,. expend $397,000,000 » 
•year, an average, of more than $117, a ton of 
fighting craft. .For tho.tolal naval tonnage of 
the world,'if the average be assumed to prevail 
generally, fne direct cost'today is $504,427,365; 
and when the ships are afloat that are now oa 
the stocks—when the 4.3] 1,345 tons of the pres- 
,ent shall have risen to the 5,286,:iO tons of tha 
immediate future—the direct cost, at tho rato 
of $117 a ton, will he $618,474,870. 


But the men behind the guns—and tho fire-

tenth of Its food? 


It was Great Britain that led the re- 


cent abortive 
Hague 
campaign 
of 


naac*. Emphatic in their refusal to dis- 
arm as were the other great nations 
that are not yet glutted with conquest, 
all admitted tnat ^patent, painful fact 
that their readiness for -war costs them 
more than the.r territories can bear or 
their populations can afford. 


Yet Germany straightway laid out a 


naral 
program Imposing enough to 


raise riots In Berlin. And Great Bri- 
tain rejoined with plans for three im- 
proved Dreadnaughts, a couple of heav- 
ily armed cruisers, half a dozen smaller 
cruisers and a dozen torpedo craft and 
submarines. 


And Hudaor Maxim, in the United 


States. lnvent<d motorite. 


Such a little thing as that! Motorite? 


And he announced that he would put 
it at the disposal of the United States. 


What is it? Simply a new explosive, 


contrived by the world's greatest con- 
triver of explosives, which will deto- 
nate under regulated control like gas- 
ollrye. 
' Not one-thc usandth part as pictur- 
esque as antiquated nitro-glycerin, but 
one thousand times more efficient, for 
the discovery of a controllable explo- 
sive 
has 
been the dream of science 


since 
nltro-tflycerlne first 
blew its 


scores 
of victims sky high to flesh 


shreds and bone splinters. 


It 
was the apprehension that this 


pountry might furnish some such sur- 
prise as that under the stress of danger 
—some terrible novelty In warfare a« 
effective as the Monitor and Merrlmac 
were in their .'rude era—which has left 
the United St.ites Immune from attack, 
ever since it* mechanics' shops and 
chemists' laboratories ripped the first 
hole agape in ^rdney Smith's famous 
declaration that nobody was aware of 
the name of an American author, pain- 
ter or Inventor. 


Motorite, as- briefly described by Its 


inventor, is one of those surprises, de- 
veloping -nnd-jr no pressure of need, 
arising in the comroon course of a re- 
search conducted by the specialist who 
was seeking .(.n Improvement upon-the 
Whltehead torpedo. He has adapted It 
to a boat mo.lel, which It propels with 
apparent 
perfection 
of 
efficiency. 


Maxim says uf it: 


My motoriti- driven torpedo will eas- 


ily aarry sufficient motorite to drive It 
at t. rate of speed of more than a mile 
* minute a* agalnrt thirty-five miles 
an hour, the speed of the best other 
torpedoes now in use, and also to a 
distance more than double the range of 
the present torpedo boat will have a 
spead of about sixty miles an hour 
whim driven by motorite and golitt in- 
to ibCtlon. The motive power of both my 
torpedo and semi-submarine torpedo 
boat is absolutely new to water navi- 
gation. 


What, in the light, of an engine so 


destructive, becomes of the battleship 
leviathan, 
whose millions of expense 


are so grudged a burden upon the re- 
sources of the world? 


Even the battleship's best defence, 


her snapshooting ability, cannot avail 
against a motorlte-driven torpedo boat 
propelled by a series of explosive jets 
at the speed of sixty miles an hour and 
attacking by means of Irresistible tor- 
pedoes, self-driven, more swiftly than 
a mile a minute and having an effec- 
tive range'of'more than* ten miles. 


The torpedo boat itself as planned by 


Maxim 
Is 
to be semi-submarine, 


while the torpedo remains entirely sub- 
merged. 


The world's record In na^cal marks- 


manship 
may be broken and made 


again, as it was'made over by the crui- 
ser Maryland at Magdalena Bay 
in 


February, with an average even more 
wonderful than that, of 8.43 hits a min- 
ute on a ten-knot speed at a target 12 


-1 feet 1700 yards removed. 
Kut a semi-submerged torpedo bpat 


ten miles away firing wholly submerg- 
ed missiles at a speed faster than a 
mile a minute Is more than Invulner- 
able. It Is unhittabie. 


Meanwhile the day of the submarine 


has but begun. The announcement by 
Secretary Metcalf that he would sign 
a contract with the Lake Torpedo Boat 
Company for a submarine of 500 tons 
displacement and 161 feet long—larger 
than any torpedo boat proper we have 
or are building—together with the re- 
ce-it voyage of submarines along 
the 


shores of the Atlantic coast, tell 
the 


story of the year s advance in that new 
and terrible class of warship.

has 
been estimated, while the 


House 
Committee on Naval Affairs 


was paring down the naval secretary's 
demand from four battleships to two, 
th.it the United States, If we would be 
re illy safe by sea, must have at least 
sixteen 
battleships on the Atlantic 


co'ast, 
twenty-four at the Mexican 


gulf and the Cambbean; sixteen along | 
the Pacific coast and sixteen in the 
Philippines—seventy-two in all.

With $700,000,000 expended for their 


construction—with the nation giving up 
the productiveness of 1,400,000 men, 
the support of families amounting to 
7,i)00,000 of Its people for a year—what 
might become of all those imposing 
fleets were we to send them abroad to 
wage war or were some enemy to send 
such fleets here to conquer us? 


Our coast defertse guns, most of them 


12-inch and one 16-inch, hurling mis- 
siles no strip can withstand and shoot- 
Ing further, atralghter and more quick- 
ly 
than the Battleships themselves, 


must make seaports Impregnable, if the 
modern' science of war. Is any science 
.at aU, 
- 
- 
But even with the coast defenses of 


the nations negligible, what part shall 
the submarine play against the mighty 
fleets thsjt cost so cruelly? and what 
part shall it play against the cities H 
should so well defend? Hear John P. 
Holland, who built America's 
first 


submarine: 


"The 
submarine bost is 
indeed 


a weapon against which no means that 
we possess at pjesent can prevail. She 
can pass by anything above or beneath 
the waves, destroy wharves and ship- 
ping and warships at will, throw shells 
Into the city when suitably armed, and 
then make her way out again to sea, 


"She can lie -for days at rthe bottom 


nf the harbor, leaving only when she 
has used up all her stored power ex- 
cept what Is required to carry her back 
to the .open,. where she can come to 
the surface, a mere speck on the water, 
and renew her power. 


"It we had a fleet of submarines big 


enough they could protect New York 
harbor completely against an attack by- 
the combined surface 
fleets of £he 


•world. But our shipping and our city 
would still be at the mercy of our ene- 
mies If they had even one submarine 
manned by a fearless crew of experts. 


"You could not mine against her, for 


she would counter-mine. » TOIL could 
not close the harbor against her, even 
with a network of torpedoes and chain's 
stretched across the Narrows reaching 
from the surface to the bottom of the 
channel. 
From -a safe distance she 


would simply send a torpedo against 
the 
network that- would blow It to 


pieces, giving her all the passageway 
she wanted to go in and" out. 


"You 
could not chape her with a fleet 


of your own submarines, because you 
could more easily find a needle In a 
haystack than a 65-foot spindle In a 
place like New York bay. _And If by 
accident you will find her, she would 
be out of sight in a flash." 


It is a deadlock. 
The advance oi 


science, the universal rivalry in quest 
of something which shall destroy the 
destroyers, 
the ultimate, impassable 


Thule in the evolutions of war, seems 
to have been attained at lust. It is a 
gulf of absolute nothingness, a tota" 
paralysis of offensive action, a fathom- 
less abyss of darkness wherein a 
fow 


deadly 
dragon flies of submarines 


swoop and whirl, terrible in their touch 
yet harmless In their blindness. 


The sea which throughout the gen- 


erations has conferred dominion of lane 
at last turns recreant to the merciless 
human brood of conquerors.

Institute, - 


called 
at 
P.oss Harbor and found 


them. 


The last act of the men before they 


were taken to Xew Zealand was to re- 
turn to 
Disappointment Island 
and 


carry the remains of the first mate to 
Ross Harbor for burial1 In the pitiful 
little cemetery at that place. 


The men showed no effects 
from 


long exposure on the island, and al-, 
though a cosmopolitan crew, lived in 
harmony during their seven months' 
ImpriHOnmi-nt in Disappointment Is- 
land.

Die zeal is alone responsible for 
misdeeds.—Town Talk.

,-riot grow wor^e because a little ef- 
I lort is taken o cure it. 
' An habituallj red nose is entirely a 
question of chculatlon, for the blood 
settles in this most conspicuous fea- 
ture of the face, and the result is most 


unattractive, as many women know to 
their sorrow. To start the circulation 
nothing Is so useful as a cold bath, 
and this for the nose means spraying 
for five minutes every day with icy 
water, keeping a continual flow di- 
rected toward the offending member. 


After this the next operation in the 


cuie is to massage the nose, always 
moving the hands from the tip to- 
ward the bridge, thus starting the 
newly aroused blood in the way it 
should go; then soap and water ap- 
plied with a stiff brush, so that every 
pa tide of dust is removed, aids the 
cold spray In keeping the pores closed, 
and thus the blackheads will soon dis- 
appear. These little pests are usually 
na.t of a really florid nose, and must, 
thtrefore, be obliterated, or the white 
no-.e will be just as ugly as the red 


The first artificial aid is the spirits 
of camphor rubbed on after the stren- 
uo is wash with the stiff brush. What- 
evir the chemical effect of the ' spir- 


its" may be, it certainly has a lasting 
effect on the red nose. These treat- 
ments every 
morning and a little 


powder before going out will surely 
cure any poor circulation; but the 
powder should be lightly applied, so 
that it cannot get into and stretch the 
pores that the earlier remedies have 
been trying to close up. 


The causes of a red nose are two: 


tight lacing and indigestion. 
The first 


is easily 
overcome, and the second 


may be partly cured by the habit oi 
deep breathing, which both fills the 
lungs with good air 
and increases 


the circulation of the blood. 


A tea for red noses, or rather a lo- 


tion, is made of three apples and one 
quince set to simmer on the back of 
the fire and left there for several 
hours. "When the fruit has almost dis- 
appeared 
the 
liquid 
is 
strained 
through a cloth and bottled. 
A red nose caused by a cold is mere- 
ly a passing affliction, but it may be 
kept within reasonable bounds by the 
frequent application of a cream or 
other soothing oils, particularly 
at 
night. It is better while a cold en- 
dures not to use powder, for it only 
irritates the skin and increases the dif- 
ficulty, though a hot spray is very ben- 
eficial. When the cold has disappeared 
the cold spray may be resumed.

'To Cleanse the Skin

Henna is a vegetable stain, quite 


harmless, and produces an attractive 
reddish tinge to tho hair. For home 
use it will be found much safer than 
anything else. Shampoo the hair and 
dry, apply tho henna stain, dry and 
shampoo again with hot water and 
soap. In preparing the henna, take, 
one ounce of henna leaves, steep in a 
pint of boiling water for twenty min- 
utes.

Strain the liquid. Apply to the hair 
by the aid of a small sponge.

JEANE—A simple application for 


moist hands is made by combining 
eighty grains of boric acid, 120 grains 
of borax, 150 grains of salicylic acid, 
two ounces of glycerine. Rub on tho 
hands four or five times a day. Wash 
the hands in warm water before ap- 
plying and dry carefully. 


If possible, take electric scalp mas- 


sage treatment, which will help the 
old hair to be restored to vigor, and 
which will create new growth as welL 


Every night rub this hair tonic Into 


the scalp: Three drams of resorcln, 
one ounce of tincture of cantharldei, 
four drams of oil of recinl, ten drops 
of oil of rosemary. 
Add sufficient bay: 


rum to rjake eight ounces. 


Here ii a very good cream for the 


nails: One ounce of petroleum, sixty 
grains of white castile soap (powder- 
ed), three drops of oil of bergamot. 


Nail Powder for Polishing 
EMMA—The recipe for a nail pow- 


der is: 
One-half ounce of talcum 


powder, two ounces of pumice stone, 
pulverized. Mix thoroughly, add fif- 
teen grains of carmine and a few 
drops of oil of rose. If a perfume Is 
desirable. 
Sift through silk bolting 


cloth. 


The goiter In the neck can be cured 
by painting it with uncolored iodine.

BALANCING TRICK 


C 


AN you balance a plate on the 


point of a needlov Very, likely 
you will think not; but you will 


be able to perform this trick—alter 
you've learned the right way. 
There

Stick a needle through a stout cork, 


lengthwise, allowing the point to 
protrude a little above the top of the 
cork. That part of the needie which 
protrudes at the base of the cork cut 
oft with a pair of sharp pincers, on a 
level with the cork. Insert the cork 
firmly in the neck of a good-sized 
bottle. 


Split two other corks in half, along

Of PLEAS AND. THUS AVOID PLAGUE 


Put Eucalyptus Leaves Under Baby's Sheets 


As a re»ult of the recient agitation for 


the prevention- cf bubonic plague, hun- 
dred, of inquiries have poured Into THE 
TRIBUNE askin« how fleas may he ex- 
terminated. 
According to tie experts engaged here 


in fighting the pestilence, rats contract 
plague, then flea*., which inhabit the rat., 
are Infected by swallowing the blood of 
the rodents. Wien the rat dies of the 
disease, the flea seeks another rat, fall- 
ing to find a living rat. he Is quite willing 
to accept a human, being as his unwilling 
host. 
How to Kill Off the Flea. 


Now 
the question which appears to 


puzzle, most people is: How Shalt we ex- 
terminate fleas? 


Dr John D. L.mg. ot the United States 


Public Health and Marine Hospital ser- 
vice who Is the sovernmeufs representa- 
tive'in charge of the fight against plague 
here, was appealed to for advice to the 
public in this matter. 


"I hesitate to give out any methods 


which. In my op.nion, are useful in killing 
flees and also 
n keeping tftem out of 


houses and off the person, for the reason 
that there really is no know™ absolute 
remedy. 
However, I will state several 


methods which are sometimes affective. 


"In the first place, about the only real, 


safe and sure way In which to get rid of a 
flea is to catch him with a. pair of pincers 
anU hit him with all one's might on the 
head with a bis hammer. 


"The only obiectlon to this method is, 


that you must first catch your flea. This 
is not so easy, for the flea is little—but 
O. my' 
. 
"However, here are a few ways which 


may aid suffere s to extirpate this vicious 
enemy of mankind: 


"To begin with, three things are essen- 


tial: first, clean iness: second, cleanliness: 
third, more cleanliness. 


"The ideal h>mse should have no car- 


pets rugs, curtains, or other dust collec- 
tors and germ breeders. 


"Hut it is out of the question to expect 


people to comply of their own accord with 
sanitary demands at the expense of com- 
fort and vanity. 
The Next Best Thin! 


"So the next best thing 


rugs and carpets at least once a week 
and beat them hard, allowing them to 
ban? in the su» and open air. In this 
wai the fleas and their eggs are shaken 


"The floors should then be thoroughly 


scrubbed with kerosene,, or a E per cent 
solution of carbolic acid 
This kills all 


the remaining fleab and eggs. 
Repeat the Process. 


"But the careful housewife will not be 


satisfied with this. She must repeat the 
pro ess frequently. At interval? it Is well 
to mop the floor with a cloth which has 
bee-i wrung out in kerosene; or, a broom 
which has been dipped in kerosene and 
then shaken may be used to sweep with. 


"This method is practically a safeguard 


a-alnst fleas, if It is vigorously continued. 


"Many women complain that their ba- 


ble- are worried into sickness by being 
constantly bitten by fleas. The best thing 
to Jo in such a case is to put a layer of 
eucalyptus leaves under the sheets of the 
baby's bed. 
Above All—Cleanliness. 


••But above all. keep tne hoube clean 


throughout of all dust, because fleas hatch 
their eggs In dnst. 


"Pet dogs and cats should be kept out 


of the house, as they pick up ileas which 
ha- e been dropped by infected rats, carry 
them into living rooms, and thus spread 
infection to human beings. 


• The flea abounds particularly in the 


nests of poultry, pigeons and swallows 
and wherever sand and Oust accumulate 
in the chinks of floors and woodwork. It 


is plentiful, also, in beds wherever cleanli- 
ness Is neglected. 


"The female lays about 12 eggs, white 


In color and slightly viscous. The larva 
Is a lively little worm, at flrst white, 
then reddish, without feet. There is an 
entire metamorphosis, as the pupa wraps 


,s to take up -t«lf in a tiny cocoon 
The Flea Is Warlike. 


"The flea is warlike!, fearless and tenaci- 


ous. He will attack an enemy a million 
times larger than he, and will return af- 
Ler repeated repulses. 


The flea is faithful to his host, even 


unto death. 


He is an aristocratic fellow, and comes 


from one of the oldest leading families in 
the world. 


"The flea boasts several royal titles, and 


Is revered by science as 'Pulex,1 of the 
Unnaean 
genus. 
Fleas are vartoulsy 


known as 'suctorU,' 'siphonaptera1 and 
•aphaniptera.' 
Famous in History. 


"The flea is famous in history, song and 


story, and the poets have often dedicated 
their muse in honor of this proud insect 


"Tusser addressed the following \erse 


to the flea: 


'While wormwood hath seed, get a hand- 


full or twalne. 


To save against March, to make flea to 


refrain; 


Where chamber is sweeped, and worm- 


wood is strewn. 


No flea for his life dare abide to be 


known ' 


"Certain stronglv aromatic plants are 


employed to drive iway fleas, as It Is be- 
lieved that their odors are detestable to 
the parasites. 


"Flea-bane is famous in classic litera- 


ture for such uses. The whole plant emits 
a peculiar 
aromatic smell, sometimes 


compared to that of soap, which Is effica- 
cious in driving away fleas."

Attack on Rabbis. 


What I regiet most is the unpardon- 
able attack upon two ministers of re- 
ligion of unimpeachable integrity and 
repute, who called upon me at the so- 
licitation of the prosecution, and not a 
my own requeit, who innocently believed 
the representations of Heney, Langdon 
and Burns, t*at they would perform a 
gr eatmoral duty b^ intervening in the 
case, and who have never had any othe 
interest in the matter than the public 
welfare and the keeping of their words 
of honor as men and as ministers which 
by authority of the prosecution, thev 
had pledged to my family and myself.

The Preservation of Imperial Valley. 


"Why should anybody.object to the government refunding the 


Money the Southern Pacific expended in closing- the crevasse in 
the bank of the Colorado river and saving the vast area of the fertile 
Imperial V.iLley from destruction? 
It is argued by the objectors, 


that E. H. Harriman is a monopolist and a bad man and that the 
railroads controlled by him have violated the Interstate 'Commerce 
Act; also that the Southern Pacific guarded itself against heavy 
loss by closing the break 
Granting all this to be true, for the 


sake of arcument. none of the objections is \ital and none is a 
dispute of the lustiee of the Southern Pacific's claim 
The state- 


ments rega-clmg the character of Mr. Harriman and the alleged 
unlawful acts of the railroads controlled by him are entirely irrele- 
vant. 


But for the prompt action of the Southern Pacific officials the 


entire Imperial Valley, comprising nearly one million acres of the 
most productive land in the world, together with several prosperous 
towns and the homes and farms of several thousand citizens \\ould 
have been utterly destroyed. 
A large proportion of the land threat- 


ened with permanent inundation is government property. 
More- 


over, stopping the break saved from destruction the Laguna dam, 
twelve miles above Yuma, on which the government had expended 
something- like one million dollars ,md preserved for future irriga- 
tion and fruitful tillage an immense area of fertile land on both 
sides of the Colorado in the vicinity of Yuma. 


When ihe flood of the Colorado river was flowing through the 


crevasse, threatening the Imperial Valley, the Laguna dam and the 
Yuma irrigation project with utter ruin, the President appealed to 
Mr. Harriman to close the break. 
There was no money in the 


national treasury available for the emergency, and if the threatened 
ruin was ir> be averted immediate action was necessary? 
The 


Southern Pacific alone possessed the material resources, the neces- 
sary equipment and the money at command to do the work 
It 


had an organized corps of engineers of unsurpassed ability and 
energy, headed by Colonel Epes Randolph, a man of great skill, 
enormous mental grasp, original ideiiS and indomitable nerve. 


The fight with the mighty river furnishes a story to stir the 


imagination. 
Colonel Randolph threw all the men, resources, 


material, energy and skill at his command into the struggle 
HarrimanXgave him carte blanche as to money. His field marshal 
in charge cJt the work was Engineer Corey, a brother of Professor 
Corey of the State University, a man whom no disaster appalled 
or discouraged and no task dismayed. 
In the boiling heat of an 


Arizona summet; they worked night and day. White laborers 
would not endure the torrid temperature, and the work had to be 
done with relays of Indians and half-breed Mexicans, who had to 
be handled with tact' and diplomacy. 
The engineers, foremen 


and railway employes, all white, were burned to an almost African 
complexion by the fierce sun and the burning winds. 
Yet they 


strove under their inspiring commander with unflagging zeal and 
order, drinking brackish water, eating hard fare and cheerfully 
submitting to the discomforts of camp life in a climate where the 
sun roasted the skin off the flesh in daylight and the hot breath 
of the desert kept the mercury around the hundred mark at mid- 
night. 


In this way was the battle with the sullen, turbid river carried 


on. 
Every eight minutes night and day, for three weeks, a car- 


load of ma-isive stones was dumped into the break.

drivers and steam paddies worked ceaselessly. 
Thousands of 


willow fascines went into the breach. 
Three quarries were con- 


stantly busy blasting out stone. Rock was hauled for three hundred 
miles to expedite the filling.

At length success -crowned the efforts of the strenuous workers. 


' The rebellious river was mastered and flowed once more in its 


accustomed channel to the Gulf of California. But the bill has yet 
t& be paid 
The rich valley and the peaceful homes have been 


saved, but the money expended in preserving them has not been 
refunded. 
A bill is before Congress rto reimburse the Southern 


Pacific, and it should be passed without question. 
It is honest pay 


for a splendid deed that has enormously benefited the pubhc_?nd 
saved thousands from impoverishment.

Anent the Unemployed. 
| 


The plight of the unemployed, about which so much is being said 


recently, admits of several considerations beside that of idleness. 
The distinction between the unemployed and the unemployable must 
be sharply drawn. There is always a lack of work during the mid- 
winter due to ordinary slack conditions and b'ad weather. Then 
again there are men who will not work. And added to the existing 
conditions mentioned as part of winter must be added the growing 
competition between workmen and the advancements of machinery. 
There are all sorts of estimates^ to the number of the unemployed. 
Nothing definite can be ascertained beeauSe-in this country the police 
registration does not exist as it does in other countries." In Chicago 
the conservative estimate, based upon the report of charitable in'st\- 
tutions, gives the number as 75,000. In New York it is estimated that 
there are alwajs at least 30,000 people who are homeless. 


The past season has seen all of the larger cities 'of the country 


fairly flooded with vagrants,. The talk,of1 hard times brought most 
of the* men to the front as men out of work. These alleged hard 
times came about from the financial stringency, the closing down of 
manufacturing plants, the change in the method of manufacture 
:rom the "stock" to the "order" products, the over-stocking of the 
retailers due to the cool weather of last summer, the usual unemploy- 
ment of-the season of the year and this being a year for the election 
of a President. High interest on money and the increased cost of 
material has" caused a stagnation in the building trades. It has'been

Death Calls 1 


Co Promising Career 


The tragic death of Selwyn Emmet Graves, who lost his 


life by an automobile colliding with a railroad train in Los 
Angeles a few days ago, has caused profound sorrow t»a wide 
circle of friends and acquaintances in this section of the State. 
He was formerly a student at the University of California, 
where he was a popular member of the Beta Kappa Epsilon 


fraternity. 


Sehvyn Graves was a young man with the promise of a 


brilliant career before him. 
The son of wealthy, refined 


parents, he possessed a fine mind and superior talents, which 
he had cultivated to the extent of his exceptional advantages. 
His manners and address were the reflex of a noble, ardent 
nature, hred by high aspirations and generous impulses. He 
was a splendid type of young manhood, high-spirited, high- 
bred and clean-minded. He was only 23 when cut off in the 
flower of his life. 
He would have graduated in June from 


the medical department of the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia, after which he intended to spend two years in Europe 
fitting himself for his chosen profession. 
In him did death, 


indeed, find a shining mark, a well beloved victim. 


The deceased was the son of J. A. Graves, vice-president 


of the Farmers and Merchants National Bank of Los An- 
geles, and president of the Los Angeles Clearing House 
Association, a pioneer citizen of the southern metropolis, 
highly respected for his sterling qualities and his public spirit. 
In his sorrow the stricken father has the sympathy of his 
home community and thousands in other parts of the State 
who hold the family in esteem and affection. 
Among the 


youthful associates of the young man so suddenly cut down 


i in the flush of a youth rich in gifts and prospects, the feeling 


is one of universal sadness. His friendships were so warm 
and his enemies so few that he attracted the best that was in 
the young life around him and inspired the comradeship which 
draws near to frank, high souls looking out upon the world 
with brave eyes and unspotted hearts. 


May the memory of what he was be some solace tp his 


grieving kindred for the loss they have sustained. He passed 
away with his youth unstained and his heart as fresh as a

mountain brook, and that in after years will soften giief with

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PHELAN'S MAYORALTY SCHEME

SAN" FRANCISCO, March 14.—Jimmy Phelan is proving 


a veritable nightmare to the fleet reception committee in so far 
as the collecting of funds for that function is concerned. Bank- 
ers, mei chants and others are refusing to contribute because of 
his being one of the committee and the incubus may cause'the 
failure of the reception. As indicating the regard, or lack of 
regard in which Janus-faced Jimmy is held by the business 
community, Sub-Treasurer William C. Ralston, it is said, was 
unable to collect to exceed $100 during two days devoted to a 
canvass of the city banks. Phelan was the excuse for non-giv- 
ing in almost every instance. 


Janus-faced Jimmy is also equally unpopular with Army 


and Navy officers. His manners and methods do not commend 
themselves to these representatives of the military arm of the 
Government. Be he ever so ladylike in his demeanor Jimmy 
fails to please the men of the army and naA-y Avho Avill be con- 
spic-uor.-, in the da\ s of the reception to the fleet.

The local Republican organization is still carrying a load of 


debt and does not appear to be. able to decrease the heavy handi- 
cap. 
Ir appears that early in the campaign Daniel A. Ryan, 


the candidate for Mayor of a majority of the machine that Avas 
constructed at the primary of last year, Avas guaranteed money 
to finance the campaign. There was to have been $20,000 put 
up Avith but one condition exacted. That exaction Avas that Ryan 
hold himself aloof from any entangling political alliances and 
that if elected Mayor he assume that office Avithout any pledge 
or commitment other than to work for the best interests of the 
people • if San Francisco. It soon developed, liOAvever. that Ryan 
Avas dickering- in an}- and all quarters from Avhich he thought 
he might obtain votes or political support in his ambition. He 
Avas caught dallying with L?ngdon and Avhat that candidate for 
District Attorney stood for, which AA 
Tas a raid on the best inter- 


ests of San Francisco. Then Danny committed himself to the 
public utilities proposition, agreeing to work, if-elected Mayor, 
for the acquisition of the Geary-street road by the municipality 
and its conduct by the city. 


One day Ryan was called to an account on a charge of hav-. 


ing A'iolated his agreement or promise to remain untrammeled. 
It is said that he did not deny that he had committed himself to 
certain persons whose interests were those of Rudolph Spreck- 
ols and the alleged graft prosecution and that he thought he 
was justified in doing so. This resulted in the cutting off of coin 
supplies. Overdrafts Avere met and the credit of Ryan in cer- 
tain quarters ordered suspended. The campaign 
progressed 


and bills Avere rolled up to the tune of about $8,000, AA-hich have 
not been paid and which stand in Ryan's name. 


R\an's method of trimming his sails to every breeze that 


he thought would bring him A'otes in the last campaign, has 
caused him to be classed as "bogus" among practical politicians, 
if not with the "reform" element. He is IIOAV engaged in deliA-- 
ering the Republican County Committee to Rudolph Spreckels 
and Gumshoe Burns. 


The safe deposit vaults in one of the new bank buildings of 


this eitv, and AA-hich is approaching completion, Avill haA'c a new 
feature in connection Avith its safe deposit boxes. There Avill be 
but one key to each of these individual receptacles, the bank 
not holding a duplicate as has been the custom heretofore. The 
applicant for a box will take a key from a basketful of them and 
Avill also set the combination of his box. He alone will have a 
key and he alone will know the combination on Avhich the lock 
is set. Should the boxholder lose his key the only way in which 
the receptacle may be opened Avill be by the use of cold chisel, 
drill and Avedge. Under the old duplicate key system laAV of- 
ficers. detectiA-es and others claiming to have a special interest in 
the contents of safe deposit boxes in San Francisco are said to 
have b«-en given access to them privately and AA-ithout the knoAvl- 
edge of the lessee and owner of the contents. The detective and 
others having acquainted themselves with the contents of a.box 
would srmply close it and restore the duplicate key to its accus- 
tomed place. 
The owner of the papers and other property 


placed in the box would never be informed that they had been 
disturbed and information secured by the interlopers that might 
be used to his great detriment if not positive injury. 


The affidavit mills that have been turning out such heavy 


grists, the past two weeks have not ahvays run smoothly. .One 
of the causes contributing to the delay of the affidavits of the 
so-called prosecution, was that some of the angels of light con- 
nected Avith that band of ciAic hope had a temporary impulse to 
tell the truth. There was a fierce quarrel among the municipal- 
ity wreckers because of the flicker of this sentiment, although it 
was but brief. One or two of the reformers suggested that that 
the buck be passed to Judge Dunne and that a frank and truth- 
ful statement be made in the affidavits that it AA'as because of his 
refusal to abide by the immunity contract that that remarkable 


document was repudiated. 
After several stormy discussions 


the majority ruled and the truth was downed, references to 
Judge Dunne in this connection being eliminated 
from the 


slaughter of words prepared and presented by the leading lights 
of the graft prosecution.

nouncement that the fleet of battleships wall arrive here May 5, 
the day set for the primary election. These pollies already see 
the populace flocking to the harbor front and the seven hills of 
San Francisco to greet the naval visitors which will mean de- 
serted polls and a small vote cast for delegates to the State Con- 
vention which will choose delegates to the Chicago convention, 
which in turn will nominate the next President of the United 
States. Some of the local statesmen are considering the advis- 
ability of urging President Roosevelt to have the arrival of the 
fleet postponed until after the primary, that preliminary elec- 
tion, to their job-chasing minds, being by far the more import- 
ant event and consequently should not be disturbed by the 
minor matter of the arrival of the national fleet.

Mayor Taylor is giving San Francisco an administration 


fully equal to the worst* it ever had. There is little and almost 
nothing being clone for the physical improvement of those por- 
tions of the city that are 'under the charge of the municipal of- 
ficials and as to the moral welfare of the community the closer 
vice and depravity get to police headquarters the surer they 
are of '"protection." 


In so far as doing anything that will contribute to the ma- 


terial welfare of the city is concerned Taylor has been a rank 
failure as Mayor. The streets still remain unrepaired and full 
of chuck holes ; the sewers are broken and unsanitary, the thor- 
oughfares are dirty and dusty and such attempt as is made to 
sprinkle them is by private subscription of merchants and prop- 
erty owners along their line.

But what else could be expected from a man whose nibk- 


naines are "Fuzzy Wuzzy" and "Sissy," and who draws his 
inspiration in respect to municipal government from "James D. 
Phelan, who, with his associates, has been on the back of San 
Francisco, like an old man of the sea for many years. It would 
appear that Taylor takes Phelan 's advice in pursuing a course 
of masterly inaction. Possibly Phelan 's desire to succeed Tay- 
lor may have some bearing on this line of policy that is doing so 
much to damage San Francisco at a time when it requires the 
uplifting assistance of a strong Mayor. 


While Taylor assumes to be very fond of- Phelan the aged 


Mayor is of a "flirtatious habit, as he occasionally turns Jimmy 
down in his fondest political desires. To be sure Phelan is a 
Free Library Trustee and a Park Commissioner, and it is said 
that Taylor would even give him some more posts of honor Avith 
no emolument and also ff little moment in the great practical 
game of politics. 


But Phelan wanted his former -private secretary and sub- 


sequent Clerk of the Board of Supervisors, Charlie Fay, made 
a member of the Board of Public Works at the time Taylor was 
Mayor by appointment only. But "Fuzzy Wuzzy " turned Fay 
doAvn. After Taylor became Mayor by election Phelan sought to 
have Fay made a Police Commissioner. Again he was denied. 


Possibly the most crushing disappointment to Phelan was 


the refusal of the Mayor to make his factotum, Tommy Walsh, 
Registrar of Voters. " Phelan made' a special and personal tight 
to secure this place for his man and Avhen he failed of success, 
he and old Fuzzy did not speak for three long days. Those in 
touch Avith the trying situation say that it was something awful. 
But the two have made-up again 'and are just as affectionate as 


"Abe Ruef has mo\-ed down town," is Avhat one hears as a 


recent item of neAvs when moving in that wide circle associated 
Avith graft, both as alleged prosecutors or as the malignantly ac- 
cused. Taken literally the information Avould appear someAvhat 
inconsistent with the" former political Boss's confinement to the 
County Jail awaiting bonds in a sum ranging from $600,000 to 
$1,200,000, but it simply means that Ruef has removed his law 
offices and political headquarters from the corner of Bush and 
Fillmore streets, where they have been much of the time since 
the fire, to one of his own buildings recently completed in the 
gore of Kearny street and Montgomery avenue. This neAV build- 
ing is slowly being fiUed'by tenants AA-hich causes one to suggest 
IIOAV different it would have been had Abe retained the political 
power he once possessed. Under those conditions the 
office 


structure would not only have been~fllled long before this, but 
there would have been an extended waiting list of those desirous 
of becoming tenants to the boss. For such is power, political 
and otherwise, to say nothing of that keen sense of favors yet to 
come. 


The high license controversy that has been waging in this 


city for some Aveeks is approaching a stage where there must lie 
a "shoAV doAvn" by the Supervisors. The advocates of the £1,000 
license are confident that they have a majority of The _Board, 
Avhile the brewers and other liquor interests are equally positive 
that votes enough to pass the measure cannot be secured among- 
the City Fathers. The License Commit tee has recommended an 
indefinite postponement of the ordinance and that the question 
be submitted to the people. The indications arc that this course 
Avill be followed. 


Among the many and varied suggestions that have grown 


out of the license contention is one that stamps be used as a 
means of collecting the desired revenue. The pending ordinance 
provides that all restaurants and clubs where liquor is. drunk 
pay the $1,000 a year license. The stamp plan proposed call-* for 
the putting of a stamp on each check for a 'drink ser\ed. It is 
argued that some restaurants do a very large business in the 
sale of liquors and Avines to their patrons, while others do a 
much smaller business and it Avould not be fair or just to exact 
the same license ±'1*0111 all. One of the leading restaurants of the 
Tenderloin entertains 800 patrons a day. Of these about 300 
use AA-ines and liquors. With a stamp license of 1 cent 
for 


straight and mixed drinks, 2 cents for still Avincs and ales and 
beers and 5 cents for champagnes and other sparkling wines this 
house Avoulcl pay a license of approximately $1,500 a \ear. 


Some of the French restaurants entertain about 250 guests 


a day. Of this number 150 use Avines and liquors. Under the 
license stamp scheme this class of restaurants A\ould pay a li- 
cense of $600 or $700 a year. Advocates of the stamp system 
claim for it that it Avill make a fair distribution of the license 
tax, AA-hereas a uniform licence of $1,000 Avould work a great 
hardship to some of the small restaurants. 


This scheme, as Avith all others, has its objectionable fea- 


tures. A man Avith an abnormal thirst might take, so many 
drinks that his check Avould not furnish space enough to hold all 
the one-cent stamps that the waiter Avoulcl be required to gum 
on that evidence of indebtedness. Then, too, there is that in- 
herent and constitutional aversion to all license stamp acts. 
born in the American as illustrated by the throwing of 
chests of tea into Boston harbor over a century ago. 


man 


Jimmy Phelan gave his support to the high license pro- 


gramme which may account for its, being turned do\\n. 
It is 


quite natural that Phelan should virtuously abhor the Avhisky 
business. All he possesses Avas made in it, and his father con- 
tinued in the wholesale liquor trade till shortly before his death. 


This was enough to make Jimmy take the other end. Now 


when anybody mentions liquor men or saloons in Jimmy's 
presence his nose begins to tAvitch like a pointer dog's in a hunt- 
ing field, and he proceeds to air his loathing for the 
Avhisky 


tracle and tho^e engaged in it. 


That is Phelan's idea of being aristocratic- and respectable. 


He used to smoke two-bit cigars, while the old man regaled him- 
self with six-for-a-qnarter punks. One day a friend remarked 
to the old man that Jimmy smoked much better cigars than his 
lather. 


"Jimmy can afford it," said the old man. "lie has a father 


to work for him. 1 have to work for my nionev ." 


The elder Phelan used to use the sidevvalks for a storehouse, 


finding- it cheaper to hire a Avatclnnan than to pay rent. Some- 
times he would have hundreds of barrels piled up on the side- 
Avalks. making it nearly impossible for pedestrians to ]ias>. He 
exerted all his political influence to elect men who Avonld not en- 
force the ordinance—so far as he »vas concerned—making it a 
misdemeanor to block the sidewalks. Naturally Avhen Jimmy 
Avas elected Mayor and the old man had quit the Avorld and the 
whisky business, Mayor Phelan became fierce against sidewalk 
obstruction, and desirous of putting the liquor trade under ban. 


The scheme to make Phelan Mayor again has fallen flat. It 


AA 
ras planned for Lippman Sachs to resign from the Board of 


Supervisors that Mayor Taylor might appoint Phelan as his 
successor. Then Taylor Avas to be induced to go to Europe on a 
bridal tour and let Phelan be elected Mayor in his place. 


But the project encountered all sorts of snags, as it became 


bruited abroad. Sachs Avas almost mobbed Avith protests against 
his resigning in favor of Phelan. Then it Avas discovered that 
the Supervisors Avould in no event elect Phelan to the Mayor- 
alty. The finishing touch Avas the discovery that Taylor would 
,not yield up his place for anybody. He loves his job. and the 
opportunity it gives him to fuss and strut. So the scheme to 
sneak Phelan into the Mayor's office died a-bornin'. 


The spy system that has been so conspicuous in the graft 


prosecution has been introduced into local politics. The Execu- 
tive Committee of the Lincoln-Roosevelt League has undertaken 
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to appoint a committee of thirty-eight to organize campaign 
clubs in the Assembly districts. All names suggested 
, S0 
committee are turned over to Gumshoe Burns who sends out ms 
deputy gumshoes to investigate them. Burns subsequently re- 
ports "back to the executive committee and no man who tails to 
receive the approval of the private detectives is to be permitted 
to take part in the organizing of district clubs in San Francisco 
to participate in the National campaign. In this way the spy 
system is to be made, in so far as the great reform movement is 
concerned, to dominate national politics in this city.

This is merely a repetition of the system by which the so- 


called graft prosecution sought to tamper with trial juries, i he 
list drawn for the venire was secured by Burns, who sent his 
hired spies out to "investigate" the veniremen. Subsequently 
Gumshoe would hold a private consultation with a Judge and 
the two would agree upon the names that it was desired by the 
prosecution to be eliminated from the panel. Of course no rep- 
resentative of the defendants was permitted to be present at 
these secret meetings between the Judge and Gumshoe, although 
it is said that other representatives of the prosecution were ad- 
mitted to the chamber of conspiracy.

The Judge would then arbitrarily strike from the list aii 


names that did not receive the favorable report of Gumshoe 
Burns. This was but a part of the extraordinary process by 
which defendants were given "lair and impartial" trials. 


It is understood that these same secret spy methods are to 


be used bv Gumshoe and his associates in reform, to purify.,the 


1 polities of San Francisco. It will be attempted to intimidate 


and tamper with committees as was done with juries, and the 
outcome will undoubtedly be an angelic host of politicians who 
will attune their harps to only such airs as the Spreckels-Heuey- 
Burns contingent may order played. 


Tlie proposed municipal bond issue for San Francisco hav- 


ing been reduced by the Supervisors from $30,000,000 to $18,- 
000.000. the outlook now is that the securities will all be placed 
at home. The proposed trip of Supervisor Lippmann Sachs to 
"Europe with a view to interesting the Rothschilds in financing 
the bonds may not be taken. As the bonds will bear interest at 
5 per cent, local capital has been attracted to the investment, and 
it is said that they have already all been practically subscribed 
for at home. 


There has been some criticism because of the failure to in- 


clude among the objects of the bond issues, repairs to streets. 
That there was method in the refusal of the Supervisors to in- 
clude this material item is apparent. Large sums have been set 
aside, of recent years, for the repair and improvement of the 
city's streets. 
tinder the S'chmitz-Ruef administrations the 


bulk of'these appropriations were squandered in jobbery, polit- 
ical and otherwise. 


The results under the present reform administration have 


been even less satisfactory than with its predecessor. Much of 
the appropriations under,the Casey control of the Board of 
Works has been devoted to building up'a primary machine to 
do politics for the Spreckels-Gumshoe Burns band of civic re- 
formers. 
The streets are in a disgraceful condition and the 


Supervisors have notified Casey that the appropriation already 
made will be withdrawn unless he makes some showing for its 
expenditure, other than finding places at the public crib for 
primary politicians selected to construct a machine for himself 
and those who gave him his present place. 


Evidently it was the plain purpose pf the Supervisors not 


to furnish Casey with a "big bond fund to be diverted to political 
purposes and for the building of a machine for the so-called 
graft prosecution which has shown itself to be composed of the 


worst bunch of incompetents and grafters it was ever sought to 
foist upon a long suffering municipality. 


The local Republican politicians are developing quite an 


agitation over the unofficial, or popular primary, recommended 
by the State Central Committee to give the electors an oppor- 
tunity to express their choice for President of the United 
States. .The Lincoln-Roosevelt Leaguers and that faction qf the 
County Committee that is dominated by Spreckels, Ryan & Co., 
are opposed to this popular or direct primary being held. The 
regular machine, or organization members of the local govern- 
ing body, up to the present have been in a state of indifference, 
but it is predicted that they may assume a measure of activity 
by the time of the holding of the next regular meeting of the 
committee. F. H. Dam, chairman of the County Committee and 
the leader of the Spreckels-Gumshoe Burns wing, has an- 
nounced through the Spreckels morning organ that there will 
be no direct primary. Whether the other wing of the commit- 
tee will accept this as final is doubtful. General George Stone, 
chairman/of the State Central Committee, has given unequivocal 
expression to the sincerity of that body in recommending the di- 
rect primary. 


The poor old "Call" is playing the paranoeic as usual. In 


its senile way it has been gibbering about direct primaries for 
the past two'years, and now at the first opportunity being pre- 
sented for a direct and popular expression by the electors at the 
polls the gangrened publication opposes it. It is understood that 
with all the protestations of the "Call" and the Roosevelt 
Leaguers of their admiration of the Roosevelt policies their in- 
dorsement does not run to the President personally. It is, said 
that they fear the possibility of the people voting for Roosevelt 
direct as their first choice rather than the indorsing of his poli- 


- Ties, as represented by Taft, hence their sudden opposition to 


the direct primary which they have been so long chattering 
about. 


One of the suggestions under consideration by the propo- 


nents of the direct primary to be held on May 2d is that ballot 
boxes be placed in cigar stores and other places centrally lo- 
cated, where the public may have ready access to them and that 
the primary be, in every respect, a popular one and open to all 
citizens who wish to freely express their choice for President. 
In this manner not only will the public be given an opportunity 
to announce its preference for President,,but a good test of the 
practical working of the direct primary will he had.

vessels which have been acquired in Eng- 
land are for the oil carrying trade. 
The 


company anticipates making a strong bid 
for tlie trans-Pacific passenger traffic, and 
when its new liners are put into commis-

During his recent trip to England Avery 


took over the latest of the oil-carriers. It 
was built by H. D. Moss & Co. of New- 
castle, and formally delivered iri February.

In 1899 Kelly trained a public stable 


and was again in the limelight with 
Charley Herr, another wonderful 4-year- 
old, with which he won one of the most 
desperate contests ever trotted, the race 
for the $10 000 Massachusetts stake at 
Readvllle, In which seven heats were 
raced. Herr winning the third, sixth and 
seventh 
and 
being second In all the 


others. The next season Kelly also won 
many races with Charley Herr, giving 
him a record of 2.07. With him he also 
Just escaped winning the great • $20,000 
stallion race at 
Readville, taking the 


first two heats In 2:0714, 2:0714 and be- 
ing beaten a head only for the third, by 
Cresceus, again In 2-0714. 


Of recent years Kelly had raced few 


horses, having been the proprietor of a 
boarding and training stable adjacent to 
the New York speedway. Last year he 
was seen In the sulky a few times be- 
hind Tuna (2:08H) and drove his last 
race at Lexington in October. His health 
wa» th:,n very bad and it failed rapidly 
thereafter. 
For several months previous 


to his death he had been a great suf- 
ferer, but remained courageous and hope- 
ful to the last. 


In addition to his. abilities as a horse- 


man, Kelly made many friends by his 
personality. 
He was a man of native 


Thomas H. Williams, gentleman, 


sportsman, and 
president of the 


New California Jockey Club. Presi- 
dent Williams achieved one of the 
dearest desires of his heart yester- 
day in winning the classic Thorn- 
ton stakes, at four miles, which 
was founded In honor of Harry I. 
Thornton, a life-long friend of the 
millionaire turfman. 
Big Bow, the 


winner of the fourteenth renewal of 
the stake yesterday, was purchased 
at a cost of $5000 last week by 
President Williams In order that 
he might carry the Williams colors 
In the big race.

an old man, but I am glad to say that 
I never touched whiskey," said John 
D. Rockefeller today to a reporter, 
who was the guest of the oil king in 
his automobile. 
Mr. Rockefeller

pressed himself freely upon the sub- 
ject of prohibition,. Indicating plainly 
that he favors the anti-liquor side of 
the question.

"It is a splendid thing to keep in- 


toxicating drinks away from the ne- 
groes of the south and from the lower 
classes of the whites in Georgia," said 
the oil king, adding that whiskey had 
proved a terrible -curse to many per- 
sons.
